suifrage, as to the simple matter of color. 
The precedent for farther centralism is laid ; 
bue the actual authority further over State 
rights, is not taken. The large residue of 
Other State rights, save as to secession, is left 
untouched. 

The result of Mr. Hill's concession is, that 
the central government by the new amend- 
ments, has contro! of domestic State matters, 
tothe end ‘of the chapter. Is is this very 
admission that is so fatal an error in Mr. 
Hill's letter. 

It leaves the Democracy nothing to fight 
for. Not even Mr. Sumner goes as far as Mr. 
Hill in his abandonment of Btate rights, and 
in his claim of Central powers. While hun- 
dreds of able Republicans, such as Governor 
Palmer, of I!linois, are for stopping, right 
here the exercise of the dangerous consolida- 
tion doctrine.
